A Magisterial inquiry was hold thio'af 
noon by Mr Wodehouse into the circam 


atances atlending the death of | Bide}: 


Douglas, asvistant to Dr Noble, Surgeon 
dontiat, Mr R. E. Withers, Conaul for 


‘the United States, occupied. a seat on the 
i bench, 7 ‘ 


The following evidence was taken :— 

Dr Noblo—I am a dentist surgeon practi- 
sing in this eclony. I knew the deccased ; 
his uame was Elliot Chester Donglas, aged 
26. Ho wosempluyed by mo, nota partner, 
a little over c mouth, He joined ‘we in 
December, On the morning of the bth 
when E cate t) my office at 9,16 [ found 
my office door lucked and the office boy 
outside. I asked him why he had not 
opened the office, Hoaaid ho had dono so 
and given, the, koy tg: DeyJrouglor.,.1 
ahisbed tp ‘and Igaked over the fan’ Tig! 
and sow deceased, lying with his arma on 
the cane couch and bis knees on the floor in 
the iuner room, J sent for a man ond 
broke the door opyn, and went in, At 
firat sight I thought he wus dead. The 
half of the body was on the couch 
aud the other half,on tho floor os if 
ho had attempted to lia down on the 
couch. I laid him on the floor. I do- 
tected an odour of cholorofurm. All the 
musoles of the body, were relaxed. He was 
not breathing. I procured a bottle of 
nitrate of amyland placed. it at his nose. 
His pulso wns stilt beating, but it waa 
scarcely perceptible, I commenced arti- 
ficial respiration, I sent for. Dr Hartigan, 
Dr Cuntlie responded in about four minutes. 
He tovk charge of the case till the patient 
died. The deceased slept on the premises 
in the room in which I found lim. He 
was fully dressed, I found nothing in the 
room.te sbuw ho had taken anything I 
did not search his person, He’ left no 
Jotters bebind him As far as E know he 
was asingle:man. [have known him siuce 
the latter part of December. I had no 
previous acquaintance .of him, He intro. 
duced himself to me aa ‘a qualified 
dentist and aaid he came from Kansas City, 
thathe had been recommended to take a 
pra roynge by his physician on account of 
his health, that he would liko to spend 
some tine in China if he could, tbat he 
could not stand the winter in Kansas City. 
Wo engaged bim ns an assistant, It was 
to my partner, Dr. Poate and not to me 
he first introduced himself. His engage 
ment dated from the dst January. te 
did not give mo satiafaction. .He wax 
alwaya willing to serve, but he did nof, 
chine up to my standard of excellence, for 
which reason I did not trust him with any 
work, Practically ‘speaking he did no 
work for me from the day he waa ‘taken 
on til the day of his death, I judge 
hy the way he handled the instrument 
and tools that he was not qualified 
for the work, 8 I did not trust him.’ I 
duterruioed to put him ender my tuition 
until he was more cumpetent. He was it 
receipt of lary, He resigned ana was to, 
leave for home on the day after he died. 
He resigned about the Ist February, 
About that time he determined 16 would 
not be advisable to spend the summer in. 
Hongkong. His firs, month’s salury was 
paid and aleo salary for a month he was 
engaged, December. Tho decision he 
would net remuin aver tha summer was 
avrived at after mutual talk, We were on 
yuod terms with exch other, He would 
nut allow me to gebout of his sight, He 
folluwod me wherever I went. He was 
to pay for his passage himself, He nppear- 
ed ty me to be delicate, His Jungs were’ 
weak, but he had no disease. At times 
hia apirits were good and at times bad, He 
was subject to fits of depression. He 
imagined in these fits of depression that 
the polica wera after him. and that he was 
being watched on account of sumo crime 
they suspected him of commiting, He 
thought they were after bim for stealing 
gold from my gafe. As a matter of fact 
Thad had gold atolen from my safe.” This 
was kgfore we had definitely taken him.on. 
Tt naver oneco occurred to me to suspect 
him of this or anything elae. “ Quite the 
contrary, At the timo he did not know T 
had the gold.
